Blowing the whistle on GO 


Peter Bailey is fed up with the sound 
of the GO Trains, passing through 
Bradford - especially with the 
possibility that weekend train service 
might become a regular feature along 
the Barrie-Bradford-Toronto Line. 

The resident of Britannia Ave. has 
written in to complain about the 
noise from GO Train horns - claiming 
“over 600 horn blowing exercises 
each week, including trains at 1:15 
and 4 p.m.” and calling on Council 
to support a project to “contribute to 
the cessation of this noise inflicted 
on the residents of this area.” 

Bailey is upset that money is 
available “for ‘consultants’ to pretty 
the downtown” but not for a program 
to quell the horns, and provide peace 
and quiet for residents living near 
the tracks. 

In fact, GO Transit operates 5 trains 
southbound in the morning, and 5 
trains northbound in the evening, 
along the Barrie-Toronto Line, 
Monday to Friday. The earliest train 
rolls into Bradford at 5:51 a.m.; the 
final train in the evening comes 
through town at 7:16 p.m. 

If there are earlier - or later - trains, 
they may be CN freight trains, not GO 

But all trains do operate under 
Canadian Railway Operating Rules 
- which means they start sounding 
their whisde a quarter-mile before 
a crossing, and must whistle for a 
minimum of 20 seconds - 2 long 
blasts, followed by a short blast, and 
another long blast. 

The whisdes are sounded at every 
level crossing, from the 13th Line 
in Bradford West Gwillimbury, to 
the level crossing in King Township, 
just south of Bradford - but not at 
private crossings or farm crossings,

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2012: The Year in Review 


January is usually a pretty quiet time of year, news-wise. 

Not in 2012. 

Not only did the debate over the cost of Policing 
continue, following the 2011 adoption of a resolution 
to seek a costing from the OPP, but there were plenty of 
public meetings - for a Boundary Review process for the 
Town’s Catholic elementary schools, a Transit Feasibility 
Study for Bradford, and up in Barrie, an announcement 
by Infrastructure Minister Bob Chiarelli, presenting 
revisions to the Provincial Growth Plan for Simcoe 
County. 

The revisions changed little for Bradford West 
Gwillimbury - confirming its Employment lands along 
the Hwy. 400, and a population, on build-out, of about 
52,000. But for Innisfil, there was important news: the 
Alcona setdement area was identified as an Urban 
Growth Node, making it eligible for higher densities, 
intensification, and potentially, grant funding. 

February 

February saw the end of one era - and the start of a 
new, with the opening of the rinks at the new BWG 
Leisure Centre, and the removal of the ice at the old 
Bradford Community Centre on Simcoe Rd. The final 
minor hockey game took place on February 5, while the 
puck dropped for the first game at the new Centre on

February 6. Among the dignitaries attending the event 
were members of Brad's Fords - the men’s hockey team 
that played the first game at the “new” Bradford & District 
Memorial Community Centre in 1956. 



And there was a deadly ending to concerns over the lack 
of signage and unclear lane demarcations on County Rd. 
88, in the area of construction west of Bradford. On Feb. 

5, a westbound Honda Civic crossed into the eastbound 
lanes and struck an eastbound pick-up truck head-on, 
killing the driver of the Honda, identified as 29 year 
old Sonia Dehdezi of Bradford. Within 2 days, the lane 
markings were repainted, and reflectors installed. 

Another public meeting: Residents of the new 
Summerlyn Subdivision, concerned over a series of 
daytime break and enters, meet with Police on Feb. 16 to 
discuss protection of property, crime prevention, and a 
possible Neighbourhood watch program. 

Wally Beck of HDR Inc. presented the findings of a 
Transit Feasibility Study to Council, March 6 - and 
recommended the implementation of a “fixed route 
shared taxi service" and a limited community bus 
service, to introduce transit to Bradford - and get a 
share of Provincial gas tax monies. He was asked to 
take the study one step farther - and look at the costs of 
implementation. 

Director of Engineering Deb Korolnek was asked about 
the “real” cost of the 8th Line-Dissette St. widening - a 
project initially estimated at $12 to $14 million. Over a 
two year period, though costs escalated - especially for 
the “unprecedented” expropriation of lands required for 
the project. Land acquisition costs alone soared to $11.4 
million "to date,” said Korolnek - with perhaps another $2 
million to go. Total cost? About $34 million, of which $3 
million will be covered by taxpayers. 

April. 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury awarded the 
tender for its first 2 outdoor splash pads in April - water 
play areas specifically geared towards tots. The cost of the 
2 splash pads - one at file Lions Park, replacing the old 
Lions Outoor Pool; and the other at Kuzmich Memorial 
Park in Grand Central subdivision - totalled $447,324 
plus HST. 

The South Simcoe Police Service got a new Chief of 
Police in April. Rick Beazley, Chief of Strathroy-Caradoc 
police, was sworn in on April 16, and immediately 
pledged to undertake a search for efficiencies and 
“alternate forms of policing delivery" to bring costs down, 
and boost the morale at the police service which provides 
policing to both Innisfil and Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

Wild winds on April 16 created dust-bowl conditions in 
the Holland Marsh, downed trees and hydro wires, and 
started a fire at a local dairy farm - whipping up embers 
in a bum barrel, and spreading the flames to an RV. A 
quick response by firefighters prevented the fire from 


spreading to a nearby barn containing livestock. On 
Hwy. 400, a gust of wind caught a southbound tractor- 
trailer, flipping it on its side, and blocking all lanes of 
southbound traffic. 

A 5-week undercover investigation, by South Simcoe 
Police, Barrie Police and Toronto Police, led to the break¬ 
up of a major drug and stolen property trafficking ring, 
centred in a licensed establishment that fronted on Mary 
St. in Bradford. The investigation, Project Full Moon, 
resulted in the execution of 6 search warrants on April 
19, and the arrest of 4 Bradford West Gwillimbury males. 
Officers seized cocaine, marijuana, oxycontin, morphine 
and methadone with a street value of about $20,000; 
recovered a quantity of stolen property, including a 
motorcycle and a computer system; and seized an SUV 
as proceeds of crime. Police said charges were pending 
against another 17 individuals, and over 130 charges were 
laid. 

On a more positive note: The Tec-We-Gwill Women’s 
Institute celebrated its 65th Anniversary on April 20. 

And on April 20, Bradford West Gwillimbury marked 
another milestone: the opening of the indoor Lions Pool 
Complex at the BWG Leisure Centre. The Aquatics Centre 
included a lap pool, recreation pool with giant water 
slide, and heated relaxation pool. 

May. 

The future of the old St. Mary’s School Building - which 
houses the Happy Sixties Seniors’ Club, CrossTrainers’ 
Connections Centre (including The Hub Youth Drop-in 
Centre), and Bradford’s Coats for Kids Depot - was up for 
discussion in a Facilities Committee meeting on May 8. 



Director of Planning and Development Geoff McKnight 
presented an option that would see the old building 
razed, and “high density” townhomes constructed. 
Councillors suggested that the owners of the vacant 
land at 128 Barrie St., and the Simcoe Manor should be 
involved in any discussion of redevelopment, and that 
a visioning exercise should be held, to look at future 
uses of the municipally-owned property. The property 
also includes the Moore St. Hall at 123 Moore St., which 
houses the Food Bank. There was no discussion of an 
alternate location for the various social services housed 
in the buildings. 

When Pizza Pizza CEO Paul Goddard was approached 
by Undercover Boss Canada, he agreed to participate: 
it’s one way for top brass to connect with workers, 
and learn more about their company’s strengths and 
weaknesses, from the inside. Goddard was paired up 
with Don Van Dyken, a Bradford resident - and learned 
about Don’s daughter Eleysse, who receives support from 
the Community Living Association for South Simcoe 
(C.L.A.S.S.). Goddard was so impressed that he made a 
$5000 donation to C.L.A.S.S. and hosted a Pizza party for 
the Bradford clients on May 24.

Centre at 471 West Park Ave. officiafiy opened - including 
a ribbon-cutting, free swimming and skating, and the 
presentation of a prize to the winner of the "Name the 
Water Slide” contest The winner was Connor, 9, who
